Upper Pond should be managed for its thriving population
of white perch. The warm, shallow waters are well suited for
this species, and growth and reproduction appear to be good.

A small trout fishery can undoubtedly be expected. Sucker
Brook, one of the major tributaries, has excellent spawning and
nursery area for brook trout and a sizeable trout population.
Trout are certain to move into the pond from the stream each
year. Only a small population can be expected to occupy the
lake on a year-around basis however, because of the shortage
of cool, well-oxygenated water, and the abundance of warm-
water species.

No stocking of any kind is recommended.
